Attends Bazar Tor N« 
Church of St. 



A London calilcu-rani to the New 
York World iirin^'-^ the iiitcllijjiMicc 
that Sir Udberl Anderson has caused ' 
a profound sen-alioti l>y eonfe.ssiiii,'- 
that it was lie wlio. in IsiT, while 
he WHS Chief of the I'olitical di-- 
])artnient of the Hume Office (In 
other words Secret Service defwrt- 
nient) wrote the notorious series of 
articles for the Times entitled 
"ParneUtam and Crime." Vanlt.r 
seenia to be tiie only motive for 
makinff his revelation, which proiu- 
isea for a time to usurp the domin- 
ant position occupied by the budget 
crisis at Westminster. Tn Its way 
the authorship of "I'aruelllisin .■md 
Crime" has lieeii as j;reat a polilical 
mystery as that of the letters of 
Junius. Among the many |)rom- 
inent individuals formerly sus|ioetcd 
of writing these articles was the late 
W. H. Hurlbert, of Kew York. 

The articles were part of an auda- 
cious conspiraoy to bring Parnell to 
the fallows ana to destroy the Irish 
party and the home rule movement 
by accusing the Irish leaders of 
complicity with the aprnrian mur- 
ders and with the I'hoeuix I'aik 
aasslnations. I'apular )>reiudi.'e so 
fiercely aroused his eollca^rues 
against Pnmell in Kntrland at the 
time that no ley^al redress seemed 
possible against the Times, the 
avowed object of whose campaign 
was to provide a basis for indicting 
Parnell and his prineipal FarUa- 
mentary associates before a London 
jury for complicity In agrarian mnr- 
der and connection with the dyna- 
mite .outrages at Westminster and 
elsewhere. As the articles failed to 
siipply the pretext for s\ieh a prose- 
<Mition the Times. as a clowning 
stroke, published the Pig-ott forper- 
ies — letters purporting to have lieen 
written l)y Parnell to the perpe- 
trators of the Phoenix Park mur- 
ders condoning those crimes. 

The Parnell Commission of three 
Supreme Court Judges, with full 
juoieial powers to investigate the 
charges In "Parnell and Crime," 
after a protracted hearinpr. com- 
pletely exonerated I'arnell .ind his 
oolleapties. Then followed tlie con- 
fession, flij,'ht and suicide of I'ijfott, 
One object which Ander--on liaci in 
writing these articles for the Tiices 
was to assist Mr. Italfour. then 
Chief Secretary for Irelaml. in mak- 
ing a case for the passing of a 
permanent coercion act for Ireland. 
To create the desired condition in 
the mind of Parliament the "titaga 
published the first Pigott forgery 
the day of the second reading of 
Balfour's bill in the House. 

While Anderson - lie was plain 
TJobert .\nderson in llio^e days, his 
title liad not then been y^iven him — 
was rakinpf ttiroupb the secret 
archives of the Home Office for 
material for "Parnellism and 
Crime," Sir Bichard Webster, now 
Lord Alverstone, Lord Chief Justice 
of England, was simultaneously 
leading counsel for the Times and 
Attorney General in the Govern- 
ment, in which capacity be advised 
the Cabinet on the bill creating the 
Special Judical Commission iMfore 
which his client, the Times, was to 
be tried. 

Sir Rol>erl .Nndeison's indiscreet 
confession has caused consternation 
in the Tory party. It resurrects a 
hateful episode of their past. The 
' IrUh party intends to press the 
Government for an inquiry into nil 
the circumstances. For a long while 
Sir Bobert Anderson has been livinR- 
In retirement on a pension. He was 
given his title on leaving Scotland 
■iard, where he was for years the 
<'hief of the f riininal Investigation 
department. He now devotes himself 
to the pioniotion of relipion. and a 
wonderful scheme be has invented 
for the extinction of crime by 
segregating all criminals for life on 
penal farms behind high walls. His 
occasional recreation Is the manu- 
facture of a macanize article, nn 1 
It was in snch way he made his i.on 
fessioB.

Icnts in l!oun> have attracted re- 
newed attention to the mission of 
the Bev.

He solemnly declares that 
he has seen for himself, and pro 
claims lo the world, that the hier- 
archy and clergy of the Latin- 
American countries are as grand 
and noble a set of men as are to be 
found anj-where. He established 
agencies in many of the principal 
cities of South America. 

Dr. Cleary proposes to make Borne 
the center of this work, which win 
reach to evry clime, and by the free 
use of the cable, for which ample 
means will be supplied, make it ytoa- 
sible to refute promptly and with 
energ.v all lies and calumnies about 
the church; and to show in their 
true colors all thoso wbo seek to nse 
what should be a sacred calUtig for 
the purpose of propagatin^f vicious 
lies against the great church of God.

PERILOUS BUT NOT DESPERATE 



Americans think that the present 

irnitcil s,|.,^ Conp-ress is a very 
strenuous one, und many peoiile are 
anxiously swaiting developments in 
order to forecast the result of the 
fall Congressional elections. Yet we 
are not In it with Great Britain. The 
House of Commons and the Cabinet 
are c.^vided; the House of I^ords is 
demoralized; the King is at his wits' 
end to«^keep ]>eaee and the electors 
are lookinir for another ffeneral elec- 
tion. The liisli question, as much 
as anylhini,' else, iloiuinates the situ- 
ation. 

'I'lio I.lovd-<jeorge budget eon- 
tinue3 to iumish grounds for the 
struggle. It is curious, however, 
that It is not the character of the 
budget which divides the two sec- 
tions of the Liberals and the House 
of Commons. Lloyd-Oeorge has 
yielded on all points on which Irish 
opinion was hostile. The luidget for 
next year, if brfniylit in by a Tory 
Ministry, prob.ibly will be more 
severe on lrclan<l. The whisky tax 
is Sfone now. The terror of the new 
race of peasant proprietors that 
their holding's would l>e mulct. "1 
tinder the land taxes will be dis- 
sipated by certain pbraseology that 
Lloyd<Oeorge promises to insert in 
the budget. 

The difficulty about the matter is 

the part the budget is to take as t 
weapon in the campaifrn a<;aiust the 
Lords. .Mr. Kedmond adheres n- 
flexibly to his proposition that the 
House of Commnns ought not to 
lose all hold of the budget tintil the 
House of Lords has defined its |>osi- 
tioii on the subject, and until Kinj,' 
Kdwaril has refused Premier Asquitli 
the guarantees for passing the veto 
resolutions In spite of the House of 
Lords. The Cabinet, on the other 
hand, insists that It mnst have the 
budget. Ite members declare the 
budget is so popular with the 
Hritlsh masses tnat they dare not 
face their constituencies without it. 

Strong pressure Is brought to bear 
on them bv the conimen^ial classes 
to regularize the financial situation. 
A large amount of emliassassment 
undoubtedly is caused to the com- 
mercial communit.v bv the present 
chaos. The financial element in 
London is all hostile to the iiinlatry 
Aid the budget, and is doing its best 
to add to the embarrassment of the 
Oovemrient. The Bank of England, 
for example, which collected the in- 
come tax from Its shareholders and 
depositors, refuses to do so any 
loiifjer. The result is that the ar- 
rears of income tax amount liiglier 
every dav. The (iovernment mean- 
time, whili- it is unable to collect its 
own money, has to go into the mar- 
ket and "borrow money in vast 
sums. 

The bulk of the Liberal party to- 
ilay is radical and prepared for any- 
thing In the fight against the I/ords. 
Hut the Cabinet is essentially n 
moderate Cabinet. Some of its mem- 
bers have grown conservative anil 
tiinid. They love the decorous 
rather than (he revolutionary. .Add 
to this that a frood many of tlieui 
dread the effect on Knglish opinion 
of appearinir to be dragged at (he 
chariot wheel ot Kedmond and the 
Irish party. Add further that many 
of them have no taste for going to 
the K'luu' i'li'l asking him for guar- 
antees against the House of Lords. 
Then again going to the King is 
seriousbusiness.

A dismj)- 
tlon between the lle<lmondiies aiul 
the Liberals is re<;arded as fraiii'lit 
with much mischief to deinociatie 
progress In both countries. 'I'he 
prospects are not hopeful at pres- 
ent, but there still are some months 
before the crisis can come. As Hon. 
T. P. O'Connor puts it, the situation 
is perilbua but not desperate.

The County Antrim is in the ex- 
treme northwest of Ireland. It is 
fifty-four and one-half miles long 
and thirty miles wide, and has an 
area of 1,1'J1 sipiare miles. Us es- 
timated population is tuo.onn. The 
town of Antrim gave the name to 
the county.- The surface preaente an 
almost uninterrupted succession of 
hills and uplands, a kind ot Irregu- 
lar ]ila(eau, long and narrow, ex- 
tending along the coast from Beltaat 
Lough to Fair Head, with a narrow 
bell of well cultivated laud between 
ii ami the sea. .\cru l.aiiu- the 
mountains run doun (o (ho sea, 
forming luiigni fic'cnt scenery. From 
this plateau Ihe land slopes inland, 
so (hat many of the main streams 
have their source near the Iridi sea 
and flow west and southwest to 
Lough Neagh and the Bann. 

The chief mountain in Antrim is 
Slemish, near the center of the 
county, and memorable as the scene 
of St. Patrick's early life. The moun- 
tain is 1,1.T7 feet high. .\liother 
mountain is ('a\e Hill. I.lss feet 
liiirh. Cave Hill ceinotery in Louis- 
lle was named after this Irish 
nioiiiiiaiii. The coast, nearly the 
hole w .ty round from Carrlckfergus 
to I'ortriish, is broken Into a suc- 
cession of cliffs, pierced by many 
ravines, through which mountain 
streams tumble into the sea. CUffa 
formed of basaltic columns extend 
for many miles along the north 
const, and attain their most striking 
develpment at Fair Head and the 
(iiant's C.iuseway, the great show 
plai'c of .\ntrini and one of the won- 
ders of i:iirope. Itclfa^l Lough lies 
bel.ween Down and .\ntrim, but 
there are many other lakes and bays 
iu and around Antrim. 

The Biver Bann forms the western 
bounder tr from where it Issues out 
of Lough Neagh to the point erhere 
it entera Londonderry, a distance of 
twenty-seven miles. The Lagan runs 
on the southern boundary for a dis- 
tance of twenty-two miles. Other 
rivers ami streams iu .Antrim are the 
Six-mile Water, the l«irne Water, the 
Main, Olenravel Water, the Clogh 
river. Bush river, the Olenann, 
(llenariff and Cilentirm rivers. The 
greater ])art of Lough Neagh be- 
long, to .Antrim, and other lakes 
within confines of the county are 
Lough Quite, Portmore Lake and 
Lough Monme. 

Del fast is the largest town in 
v.\ntrira, and for that matter, in Ire- 
land. It has a population of 210.000. 
but about 10 per cent, of the popula- 
ticm reside in that part of the city 
that lies in County llown. Helfast is 
the (diief industri.-il city in Ireland 
and is the leading city iu the linen 
trade. 0(her his(oric towns in 
.Antrim are Carrlckfergus. Whlte- 
ab»>ev. Whitehouse, Larne, Olenarm, 
Ballycastle. Knocklayd, Lisburn, 
Porfriish, Bushmills, noted for its 
di-tillery, the town of Antrim, and 
l.isbiirn.' Portrush Is to Ireland 
what Atlairtir City is to the I nited 
States. 

Coal is found in (he nor(h end of 
the coiint.V. The mines were worked 
in very ancient tirue^. as is ^howii 
bv the remains of old coal pit, and 
anlii|iie mining tmds. There are salt 
mines ;\t ( a rriekfergus, and an ex- 
cellent iron ore is found in the val- 
ley of the Olenravel river. The 
nigged territory from Larne to 
Hall vcastle— the territory of the 
MaeDonnells— has for centuries been 
called the Olens of Antrim, so-called 
from eight ravines that extend 
through Us mountains to the sea. 
These are called respectively C.len- 
sliesk. Cilendun. Glencorp, Olenoan, 
(;lenballvmon, Olengarlff, Oleaeloy 
and Olenarm. 

A litde nor(h of the (own of 
.\ntriiu is one of the finest speci- 
niens of the ancient Bound Towers 
of Ireland.

Keep out 
the jicstilent lioiise-fly and prevent 
disea-e. Against these insects, the 
daiigi Tons <|ualities of wliie'i are 
now will Iviiowii, the health depart- 
ment has issue<l frcijUiMit wurniiijrs. 
which can not, however, be too often 
repeated. The ili.sease carrying 
ability of the fly is what makes it 
dangerous. Medical experlmenta on 
this point have developed astonish- 
ing results. In one case a fly one 
day old was chloroformed and trans- 
fixed wi'Ji a red hot needle, after 
which it was placed in a sterile salt 
salt si)liition. One per i^ent. of this 
solution was again put into another 
sterilizing rKpiid. where it remained 
unchanged for forty-eight hoursr. .At 
the end of that time the fly was 
crushed with a sterile glass rod and 
drop plated. In spite of all tWs 
process bacillus typhosus was found. 

It is up to the housewives in cities 
to prevent conditions in which flies 
thrive. They become abundant where 
there Is light and moisture. Waste 
foot. In the home, rotting vegetable 
or animal matter, Sink water and 
grease, are all propagating grounds 
for the fly. fJnrbage cans should l)e 
fretpiently clo.-ined and should have 
tiglitly fitting lids. .\ little kerosene 
oil p.iured into thein, whether they 
are empty or full, has a good effect. 
Flies should be kept out of sick 
rooms. This should be an imperative 
rule.' Uncooked food should be 
screened, and a vessel containing 
milk should always be covered. 
Don't buy food of stores which keep 
fruit and other articles tinscreened.
